No. 40/12 /CIT'oII.I.— V arious rharges have been made about 
discrimination against the Sikhs in the Punjab. On August 28, 
1961, the Prime Minister announced in Parliament tlint a 
high-level enquiry could he made to find out if there had 
been any such discrimination. In the Press communique 
issued by the Ministry of Home Affairs on October 1, 1961, 
it was stated that it was considered advisable to appoint a 
Commission, The Government ol India have accordingly 
decided to appoint a Commission. 

2. The Commission will consist of Shri 5. R. Das, Retired 
Chief Justice of India, Dr. C. P. Ramaswamy Aiyar and Shri 
XI. C. Chagla, of whom Shri S. R. Da* shall be the Chairman 
of the Commission. 

3. The Commission will inquire into the general question 
of discrimination and examine any charges of alleged 
differential treatment or grievance* of the Suchs. 

4. The Commission may devise its own procedure for the
